Athletes celebrate a banner year 


UVic athletics and recreational 
services celebrated an outstand¬ 
ing year on April 1 by honouring 
their top athletes and the dedi¬ 
cated people who support the 
teams. Many of the winners had 
already won national and 
international recognition for 
their athletic achievements. 

The outstanding male and 
female athletes of the year were 
Vikes basketball star Eric 
Hinrichsen and Canadian Olympic 
swim team member Christin 
Petelski. Hinrichsen’s award 
capped an outstanding year where 
he swept the Canada West and 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic 
Union (CIAU) most valuable 
player awards enroute to assisting 
the Vikes to their first CIAU 
basketball title in 11 years. He was 
named the tournament’s most 
valuable player. 

Petelski placed eighth in the 
200m breaststroke last summer 
in Atlanta in her first Olympic 
appearance and, despite under¬ 
going arthroscopic surgery in 
December, won a bronze medal 
in the 200m breaststroke and a 
silver medal in the 100m 
breaststroke at this year’s CIAU 


championships. 

The President’s Cup, recog¬ 
nizing combined athletic and 
academic achievement in a 
fourth or fifth year student 
athlete, was presented to rower 
Angela Paletta-Haslam. The 
child and youth care student 
maintained a 6.89 GPA, partici¬ 
pated in the Canada Summer 
Games, the Western Canada 
Games and in key varsity 
victories over teams from the 
USA and Canada. 

Vikes field hockey team 
member Tessa Campbell won the 
Provost’s Award for a returning 
student-athlete with the highest 
academic average. Campbell has 
maintained an A average in her 
biology studies and has received 
the T.S. McPherson scholarship 
for the past four years. 

Maurizio Conforti of the Vikes 
men’s soccer team won the 
University Sport Award for 
outstanding achievements in 
university competition. He was a 
member of the Canada West first 
all-star team and a CIAU first 
team All-Canadian and was 
named most valuable player in the 
CIAU national championships 


where the Vikes won the title. 

Swimmer Marlena Prill and 
basketball stand-out Aaron 
Olson shared the Robert T. 
Wallace Award, presented to 
student athletes who were 
outstanding in their first year of 
university competition. Prill won 
a bronze, silver and two gold 
medals at the Canada West 
championships as well as a gold 
medal in the 400m individual 
medley at the CIAU national 
championships. Olson led the 
CIAU in 3-point shooting and 
was named Canada West and 
CIAU basketball rookie of the 
year for his play on the champi¬ 
onship-winning Vikes team. 

Graham McLaren, captain of 
the men’s rowing team, won the 
Martlet Athletic Award for 
combining service, participation 
and community involvement. In 
addition to his efforts on the team, 
McLaren co-ordinated the team’s 
social functions and fund-raising 
efforts. Manager of the Year 
honours were presented to Cindy 
Mavety, of women’s basketball, 
for her outstanding work in 
handling the organizational details 
of team training and travel. 


Arts and Science to 
be divided into 
three new faculties 


Board of Governors approves forming faculties 
of humanities, science and social sciences 


The Board of Governors has 
approved a proposal to form 
new faculties of humanities, 
science and social sciences out 
of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. The decision was made 
at the Board’s regular monthly 
meeting on March 24. 

The faculty of arts and 
science is the largest faculty on 
campus with approximately 60 
per cent of UVic students and 
350 faculty. 

“It is such a huge faculty that 
it was becoming unwieldy to 
manage. Breaking it down will 
help to address that,” says Dr. 
John Schofield, dean of the 
faculty of arts and science and 
dean of social sciences. 

Dr. Terry Gough, acting dean 
of the faculty of science, 
welcomes the split. 

“Science is increasing 
dramatically in size and this 
new structure will make it easier 
for us to control the number of 
people who will be in science. 
Before students were admitted 
to the faculty of arts and science, 
now we’ll be in a much better 
position to guarantee that there 
will be space for students who 
want to take a science degree,” 
says Gough, who adds that a 
faculty of arts and science is the 
exception rather than the rule at 
most western universities. 

A nine-member committee 
has been struck to examine the 


issues of breadth of program 
requirements and student 
mobility as there was some 
concern that the opportunity for 
students to move across faculty 
lines might be affected if the 
faculty of arts and science were 
divided, says Schofield. 

The committee, which 
includes three representatives 
from each of the faculties and is 
chaired by Dr. Paul West (Envi¬ 
ronmental Studies), will make 
recommendations to each of the 
new faculties by the end of 
September. 

The new faculty of social 
sciences will comprise anthro¬ 
pology, economics, environmen¬ 
tal studies, geography, political 
science, psychology and sociol¬ 
ogy. The faculty of humanities 
will include Greek and Roman 
Studies, English, French lan¬ 
guage and literature, Germanic 
studies, Hispanic and Italian 
studies, linguistics, medieval 
studies, Pacific and Asian 
studies, philosophy, Slavonic 
studies and women’s studies. 
The faculty of science will 
include biochemistry and 
microbiology, biology, chemis¬ 
try, earth and ocean sciences, 
mathematics and statistics, and 
physics and astronomy. 

The new faculties are effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1997. For a further 
report on the Board’s March 24 
meeting, see page 8.

UVic students are more than the 
sum of their marks. Many of 
them find time to contribute to 
their on- and off-campus 
communities despite heavy 
academic demands. The Blue 
and Gold Circle awards were 
created last year to honour UVic 
students who manage to main¬ 
tain high academic standards 
while volunteering with commu¬ 
nity groups or participating in 
sports and fine arts.

Toronto Hospital to be a 
"living laboratory" 
for HIS students 


UVic’s School of Health Infor¬ 
mation Science has joined with 
the Toronto Hospital (TTH) in 
an historic agreement to share 
expertise and information 
technology. The agreement was 
signed by UVic President David 
Strong and Dr. Alan Hudson, 
president and CEO of TTH, on 
March 25. It calls for collabora¬ 
tion between the two institutions 
in both research and teaching. 

An internationally recognized 
academic health sciences centre, 
The Toronto Hospital will 
provide visiting lecturers to 
UVic and allow UVic students 
and researchers access to 
hospital staff and facilities. The 
University will use it as a "living 
laboratory", says Dr. Dennis 
Protti a professor at the School, 
who adds that the hospital will 
become a strong employer for 
the University’s co-op program 
and introduce UVic students to a 
different health care system. 

For its part, the University 
will provide technological 
expertise to the hospital to 
develop and advance new 
management techniques which 


will improve the quality and 
efficiency of its operation. 

UVic’s School of Health 
Information Sciences was 
established in 1983 and remains 
the only school of its kind in 
Canada and a rarity internation¬ 
ally. 

"We were well ahead of our 
time when we started the 
school," says Protti, who was its 
inaugural director. "It was the 
foresight of people like Dr. 
William Gibson, chair of the 
now-defunct Universities 
Council of British Columbia, 
who saw the need for a new type 
of professional who had the 
knowledge and skills to intro¬ 
duce information technology 
into Canada’s health care 
system." UVic’s program is 
being modelled at schools in the 
U.S., England and Germany. 

Graduates of the program— 
there are now more than 200— 
have a high rate of success in 
obtaining employment. Thirty 
per cent get work in the private 
sector, while most are employed 
in government, hospitals or 
community health agencies.

Personal loss sparks Shirley Lyon's 
volunteer commitment

Reducing traffic accidents and 
pollution are Dan Koenig's aims 


It was a personal loss that 
motivated Shirley Lyon to 
volunteer with the Victoria 
Epilepsy and Parkinson’s 
Centre. Lyon lost her father-in- 
law to Parkinson’s disease two 
years ago. 

“My mother-in-law received 
such tremendous support from 
the centre throughout his illness. 
I just wanted to give something 


back,” says Lyon, 
who is external 
relations and com¬ 
munications coordi¬ 
nator in the division 
of external relations. 

She joined the 
centre after her 
father-in-law passed 
away and has sat on 
the board of directors 
for two years. Her 
primary activity area 
is community 
relations. She works 
with a committee 
raising public 
awareness of the 
centre and seeking financial 
support, and spends about three 
hours a week on Centre activi¬ 
ties. 

“I don’t personally fund-raise 
because of a conflict with my job, 
but I help out at fund-raising 
events,” she says. 

The centre’s two big fund¬ 
raising events are the annual 
Save-on-Gas golf classic and the 


Tour de Victoria cycling race. 

This year the golf classic will be 
held May 16 at the Olympic View 
Golf and Country Club and the 
Tour de Victoria event will be on 
June 8, the last day of Bike to 
Work Week. Lyon will be 
working at both events. 

The centre, in operation since 
1986, provides support services 
and education to those affected 
by epilepsy or Parkinson’s 
disease. More than 3,000 people 
in the Capital Regional District 
are affected by epilepsy. Ap¬ 
proximately 700 people have 
Parkinson’s disease. 

Lyon says it’s more difficult 
for small agencies to get 
volunteers than for the higher 
profile agencies. ‘We struggle, 
but we do well. The more 
volunteers we have the more 
services we can offer and the 
more people we can reach.”

Whenever Dr. Dan Koenig 
(Sociology) sees a cyclist strap 
on a bike helmet, it gives him 
special satisfaction. A volun¬ 
teer member of the CRD 
Traffic Safety Commission 
since 1989, he and his fellow 
commissioners were strong 
lobbyists for the helmet law 
that was eventually introduced 
by the provincial government. 

His participation on the 
commission was a natural step 
after he completed the maxi¬ 
mum time allowed for partici¬ 
pation on the Saanich Police 
Board (five years). 

“I was probably more aware 
of the impact of vehicle 
accidents,” says Koenig, who 
lobbied throughout his time on 
the board for the creation of a 
traffic unit for Saanich Police 
(they now have one). “Many 
more people are killed in 
traffic accidents than by 
homicide. From a personal 
safety point of view, traffic 
accidents are a more serious 


issue than crime.” 

The commission exists to 
reduce the frequency and severity 
of injuries resulting from car 
accidents. Its membership 
consists of health care profession¬ 
als, representatives from ICBC, 
BCAA, the police and elected 
municipal officials. Koenig 
attends meetings once a month 
and is the commission’s “research 
person.” 

Its next target is commuters 
loathe to give up their cars for 
public transit. In a spring 
promotion in conjunction with 
BC Transit and Pacific Coast 
Savings Credit Union, drivers 
who drive to work will be 
given a free bus pass to use for 
a month in exchange for 
participating in a survey and a 
draw that could win them the 
cost of their car insurance. 

Not only does using buses 
cause less pollution than 
driving cars, says Koenig, the 
human and fiscal toll per mile 
is much less than travel by car. 


Prof's 
novel set 
for big 
screen 


Michael Cullen wins 
Praxis award 

Writing an award-winning novel 
about life close to the street in 
his prairie birth town of 
Lethbridge, Alberta has pro¬ 
pelled Michael Cullen into 
unforeseen opportunities in the 
film industry. 


Cullen, a senior instructor 
in the UVic English depart¬ 
ment, has won three national 
writing awards in the past two 
and one-half years. First he 
won the duMaurier National 
Playwrighting Competition for 
his play The Theory of the Big 
Bang: A Northern Soap (“I 
was one of the last to win it,” 
he says wryly of the tobacco 
company’s competition). 

Second, his novel 
Goodnight, Sammy Wong won 
the Norma Epstein National 
Writing Award from the 
University of Toronto. 

Frame 30 Productions of 
Edmonton, Alberta obtained the 
option to produce Goodnight , 
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Sammy Wong as a feature film 
and employed Cullen to write 
the screenplay. “I never wrote 
plays except for money. I like 
writing novels,” admits Cullen, 
who wrote the screenplay, then 
won a third award, this one from 
Praxis, a screenwriter’s resource 
centre created to stimulate 
production of Canadian feature 
films through screenplay 
development. Praxis is sup- 
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ported in part by Telefilm 
Canada, British Columbia Film 
and Rogers Cablesystems. 

The screenplay Cullen wrote 
which won the Praxis competi¬ 
tion was his personal vision for 
his novel as a play. Frame 30 
had their own vision, so Cullen 
did a rewrite for the company, 
which is making plans to begin 
filming in southern Alberta this 
August. 


Cullen keeps a tight sched¬ 
ule. He does most of his writing 
at home in Sidney, B.C. where 
he is single parent to his two 
young daughters. He commutes 
to UVic to teach classes, and he 
writes every day, even if only 
for a few minutes. 

Cullen is again working on a 
novel, it’s about the life of Sir 
John A. Macdonald, with the 
title The Life of Johnny Big- 
time.

Diana Priestly 

Diana Priestly, the woman who 
founded the UVic law library 
which bears her name, died in 
Victoria March 27 after a 
lengthy illness. She was the 
first faculty member hired for 
the law school by its founding 
dean, Murray Fraser, whose 
sudden death shocked the 
campus last month. 

“She built one of the finest 
law libraries in Canada,” says 
associate vice-president legal 
affairs, Lyman Robinson, who 
was one of the law school’s 
original faculty members. “She 
did a marvelous job in a short 
period of time.” 

After serving with the 
women’s Royal Canadian 
Naval Service during the 
second world war, Priestly 
earned a law degree from UBC 
in 1950 and practised law in 
Nanaimo. She next earned a 
master’s degree in law librar- 
ianship from the University of 
Washington and accepted a 
position at UBC. She left in 
1964 to combine teaching and 
librarianship at the University 
of Toronto and Osgoode Hall. 
She was an associate professor 
of law at the University of 
Western Ontario from 1970 to 
1972 and was a legal officer 
with the federal department of 
justice in Ottawa when ap¬ 
proached by Fraser to come to 
UVic in 1975. 

According to Robinson, 
Priestly had extensive contacts 


with booksellers in the common 
law world and used them. She 
haunted used book stores and 
bought entire collections so any 
duplicate books could be used to 
trade for volumes she wanted for 
her library collection. 

“She was the consummate 
librarian,” says Joan Fraser, 
recently retired law librarian, 
who was hired by Priestly in 
1975. “She was superb. Every¬ 
thing I learned about libraries, I 
learned from her. She was very 
well-known in the law library 
world—not just in Canada, but 
in the States and in England as 
well.” 

Initially, the law library was 
housed in the back of the 
McPherson Library. The collec¬ 
tion moved to the Begbie 
Building in 1980 and, when 
Priestly retired in 1987, the 
library was named after her in 
tribute to the role she played in 
its creation. 

George Ernest 
Poole 

The man who donated 
Dunsmuir Lodge to the Univer¬ 
sity has passed away in West 
Vancouver. George Poole was 
76. An engineer, Poole owned 
and operated Poole Construction 
Ltd., the largest construction 
company in Canada. Poole 
Construction was the contractor 
for the University Centre in 
1978. 

In 1985, Poole donated what 
had formerly been the Gillain 
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Manor treatment centre for 
alcoholics on the Saanich 
Peninsula to UVic. The Univer¬ 
sity proposed an educational 
conference centre and, after 
extensive renovations, Dunsmuir 
Lodge was opened two years 
later. 

Poole and his wife, Rae, 
were generous benefactors 
supporting many charities and 
causes. They were Patrons and 
Founding Members of the 
University of Victoria’s Presi¬ 
dent’s Council. In 1988 UVic 
named a student residence, the 
George and Rae Poole House in 
the Gordon Head complex, 
after them. 

Poole is survived by his wife 
and five children. 

Francis Joubin 

Renowned geologist and friend of 
UVic, Francis Renault Joubin 
died in Toronto last month at the 
age of 85. Joubin was one of the 
world’s most successful prospec¬ 
tors, his most important mineral 
discovery being the rich uranium 
deposits near Elliott Lake, 

Ontario. 

A generous philantropist, 
Joubin donated more than 
$100,000 to establish two UVic 
scholarshps: the Franc Joubin 
Graduate Bursary in Environmen¬ 
tal Science is for students pursu¬ 
ing a master’s degree in an 
applied environmental science; 
and the Franc Joubin Graduate 
Bursary Fund provides one or 
more bursaries to a masters 
student in business, with prefer¬ 
ence to students of aboriginal 
ancestry. 

Joubin was orphaned at an 
early age. He put himself through 
Victoria College and UBC, 
obtaining a BA in chemistry and 
an MA in geology. He received an 
honorary degree from UVic in 
1991. 

Joubin is survived by his 
daughter, Marion Selig, and two 
grandchildren.

Have we ever had 
emergencies? 

Yes, a number of them in the last 
two years alone. There were 
three bomb scares—the suspi¬ 
cious packages in the MacLaurin 
building in August 1995; the 
unexploded mortar shell on the 
Business & Economics building 
construction site in November 
1995; and the suspicious pack¬ 
age at the MacLaurin Music 
Wing loading dock in January 
1997. Weather has also affected 
the campus. We had the freezing 
rain in December 1995, the wind 
storm in October 1996, and, of 
course, the snow storm last 
Christmas that crippled the city. 

Is the University prepared for 
an emergency? 

I think we are in much better 
shape than we were two years 
ago. Our emergency plan 
includes an emergency manage¬ 
ment plan, key response and 
recovery plans, and building 
emergency plans. We have safety 
committees in 30 buildings. The 
new campus security building 
has been designated as the 
emergency operations centre. A 
significant number of people 
were involved in the planning 
process and in Thunderbird 2. 

What was Thunderbird 2? 

It was an exercise we held on 
Nov. 27. The scenarios was that 
an earthquake had hit Vancouver 
Island and the University was 


disrupted. We set up an emer¬ 
gency operation centre in the new 
campus security building and 
dealt with the kinds of problems 
we would encounter in a real life 
situation. About 30 people from 
across campus were involved and 
it was a tremendous learning 
experience for us all. 

Is the emergency plan com¬ 
pleted now? 

No and I don’t think it ever will 
be. It’s a document that evolves. 
It’s not a question of completing 
a plan and then it’s all over. It’s 
the process that is most impor¬ 
tant—the discussions we have 
about what to do during a crisis, 
the exercises we get involved in 
to simulate an emergency 
operation. At a time of crisis, no 
one is reading a plan. We need to 
continue talking about emer¬ 
gency planning so people have 
the confidence that they can 
handle an emergency. 

What can people on campus 
do to prepare for emergencies? 

I encourage people to get 
involved in the process through 
their departments and building 
safety committees and to find 
out what’s going on in their 
communities. Most municipali¬ 
ties have set up neighbourhood 
programs and that’s what we’re 
trying to do on campus, develop 
a sense of community within the 
buildings, but we still have a 
ways to go. 


Dr. Holly Devor (Sociology) pre¬ 
sented a special lecture on 'Female 
Gender Dysphoria: Personal or So¬ 
cial Problem?' at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Society for Sex Therapy 
and Research held in March in Chi¬ 
cago.

Res rates, CANCOPY costs rise 

At its regular monthly meeting March 24, the Board of Governors approved a proposal 
to form new faculties of humanities, science and social science. (See article pagel) The 
Board also approved the following: 

• increases in student residence rates and starter meal plan ranging from 
1.67 per cent to 1.92 per cent 

• an immediate increase in the CANCOPY license charged for copyrighted materi¬ 
als sold to students from 3.5 cents per page to 4.5 cents until Aug. 31,1997 

Introducing committee to implement strategic plan 

In a report to the Board of Governors, President David Strong noted that the planning 
and priorities committee has been established.

Improvements to Gordon Head fitness/weight centre 

Open letter to students, faculty and staff at the University of Victoria: 

As of May 1, 1997, Athletics and Recreational Services will institute a 
plan to improve upon the Fitness/Weight Centre at the UVic Gordon Head 
Complex. The plan involves the acquisition of new equipment and the 
allocation of greater floor space for the user. 

In the past few years, we have had requests from you, the user, for more 
equipment, more space and less waiting time for various work space areas. 

The Fitness/Weight Centre hosts more than 2,000 users weekly and the 
waiting lines during peak periods have been getting longer and longer. 

In order to meet the needs and demands of our users, it is necessary for us 
to charge a user fee to help offset these costs. A nominal fee of $25 per term has been assessed 
for this purpose. 

By September 1,1997, the GHC Fitness/Weight Centre will be expanded by 2,000 square 
feet and will incorporate an additional $100,000 worth of new equipment including 
Hammer Strength, Apex, Atlantis, Body Masters and cardio equipment including 
Stairmasters, stationary bikes (recumbent, upright and Monark) and treadmills. 

The fee will only be assessed to those users who use the GHC 
Fitness/Weight Centre. We will institute a monitoring system that will weed 
out any of those who have not paid this user fee. Please be patient with us 
as we begin to set up this new system. 

For those who do not wish to pay the user fee, the McKinnon Building has an 
Exercise Room with both cardio and weight lifting equipment for your use. 


Employment centre: first step for 
student job hunters

UVic’s Student Employment Centre is making a difference to students and grads who 
are preparing for the increasingly competitive job market, says Jennifer Margison, 
manager of the centre. The centre has become the first stop for part-time and summer 
jobs or career opportunities. 

Two recent successful initiatives of the centre are the job opportunities program for 
UVic grads and the career advisory program. The job opportunities program is funded 
by Human Resources Development Canada and offers employers up to a 60 per cent 
subsidy towards a student’s salary for a six-month period if the job offered the student 
is full-time, continuous and in an area related to the student’s degree. 

“It has proven to be a very successful program,” says Margison, who points out that 
since the program started a year ago, 38 grads have found full-time, on-going employ-

ment in work related to their field of study in a variety of positions ranging from 
biologist and sales manager to editorial writer and production technician. 

“Employers are very enthusiastic about the program, and about hiring less experi¬ 
enced UVic grads since they are subsidized during the employee’s initial training 
period,” says Margison. “Grads are also enthusiastic as the salary subsidy gives them a 
psychological boost and a competitive advantage. They also make contacts with 
people already working in areas they want to pursue.” 

Networking is the goal of the second successful new program run by the centre. 
Started last summer as an extension of the centre’s many career forums and explora¬ 
tion events, the career advisory program provides a listing of people in the community 
who are working in a wide range of fields. They volunteer their time to meet with 
students and talk about their jobs, qualifications and skills and ways that students may 
gain the experience necessary to get into those areas of work. Many advisors allow 
students to job shadow or spend time with the advisor in his or her workplace observ¬ 
ing actual day-to-day duties and responsibilities of the job. 

“It’s all about networking,” says Margison. “It can be scary for students to call up 
someone they don’t know to ask them for information, but these people want students 
to call; they want to talk to students about their jobs and they want to help students get 
started.” 

There are currently 70 career advisors from university, government and business in 
the program. UVic’s Alumni Association is responsible for many of the advisors and 
Margison says it’s a great way for UVic alumni to stay involved with the University.

Religious observances policy passed 

tJVic students whose religious observances conflict with course requirements have a 
new policy to turn to. At its regular meeting April 3, Senate approved a calendar entry 
advising students whose religious beliefs require accommodation to give their profes¬ 
sors reasonable notice. Students are urged to notify professors or instructors before 
classes begin and not later than three weeks after the beginning of the term if exams, 
field trips or other course requirements conflict with their religious holidays. 

Senate also approved the change in status of the Environmental Studies Program to 
the School of Environmental Studies. 

Dr. Tom Buckley (Biochemistry & Microbiology) was elected by acclamation to 
the search committee for the vice-president, research. He will be vice-chair of the 
committee.
